absolutely  oecret. 

(1)  >\  German  arm  d  merchant  cruiser  followed  by  a  supply  ship 
(her  old  rime  i3  the  "Ole  Jacob")  is  now  anchoring  at  an 
uninhibited  island  called  "on  Island  south  of  the  Eonin 
Islands.  She  sailed  up  there  because  she  seemed  to  have 
been  spi^d  uicn  by  the  British  Intelligence  as  to  her  loca¬ 
tion  because  of  her  use  of  wireless  in  the  South  Sea  Island.' 
where  she  want  to  be  r° waired.  The  foregoing  vessels  are 
iroblbited  to  use  wireless,  and  connection  is  being  keot 

by  the  ’.  S.  Regensburg. 

(2)  The  S.  S.  Regensburc,  which  is  responsible  for  keeping  con¬ 
tact  with  the  cruiser,  soiled  from  YOKOHAMA.  Dec.  20.  Vfter 
receiving  captured  documents  from  the  cruiser,  she  entered 
HACT.INOT  Harbor  in  '.0"T0KI  P^ifecture  to  get  contact  with 
the  Genian  officials  there.  Being  supplied  with  oil  by  the 
Impertul  Tavy  at  0"'IP\T0  BASF),  she  sailed  out  and  is  not 
due  to  cc»re  back  until  the  letter  part  of  February. 

(1)  The  c,  n.  'unstarlard,  supply  shi  p,  which  is  nor  anchoring 
in  HOST  Harbor  his  rlrnast  finished  loading  supplies,  is  to 
be  furnished  with  oil  in  tha  night  of  20th  of  this  month 
outside  the  harbor.  These  supplies  include  a  plane  (the 
plane  on  the  cruiser  1's  unserviceable),  and  gasoline.  She 
is  to  leave  there  on  24th  for  T'ou  Island,  mentioned  above. 

(4)  During  the  operations  of  the  German  cruiser  in  the  South 
Sear,  the  Imperial  Navy  has  supplied  her  with  various 
precious  mrjtaricls.  Besides,  Japan  lias  been  strongly  opaos 
by  Britain.  The  naval  authorities  want  to  impress^he 
Germans  with  the  amount  of  the  sacrifices  Japan  ham  made  in 
acro? dance  with  the  Tripartite  Tact  nnd  hope  to  utilize 
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this  fact  in  negotiating  with  then.  Tor  instance,  we 
consider  this  will  be  utilized  in  refusing  Gern-any's 
oroaosol  that  she  should  receive  3  rench-Indo-China 
rubber. 


(5)  The  cruiser,  now  lying  at  anchor  temporarily  at  "OR,  when 
nun  '1* d  b”  the  *  .  •.  Yjistnrland,  is  to  soil  f or  the 
Indian  Ceer.n  on  Irbroary  4.  ICirK.V'A's  ra^ly  wna  vague 
v/hon  I  ("HT? )  asked  If  it  vms  the  result  of  the  request 
to  lea-o  made  by  the  Tmrver^nl  »Tnvy.  However,  the  manner 
in  which  he  replied  indented  that  it  was  so. 

(6)  ^he  ur3  c_o  land'  is  to  sail  .'or  ITTRE  from  KOBE  at  first 
to  got  pilots,  and  e:occts  *o  sail  by  night,  anchoring  in 
tho  diytim*.  /•  .Tanoneso  warsnio  v/ill  be  dispatched  for 
n-a~d  rt  her  road  stood  s.

tov/n.  lowiv-r,  port  IIA/JHiriOIS  sosned  to  bo  comparatively 
s°fo  for  anchoring  for  a  short  time,  so  they  lot  the 
Rocmsbvrg  enter  it  os  mentioned  above.  He  recognized 
thrt  aich  trouble  would  evolve  if  Carman  vessels  ’"ore  al¬ 
lowed  to  enter  non* open  oo^ts  end  ware  found  by  tho  Britis 
Intelligence.
